Military Attaches Think Civilized 
Powers Should Interfere to Stop 
the Use of Dynamite in Far 
Eastern Warfare. 


TOKTO, Dec. 18.—Surrounded by a circle 
of furiously charging Japanese torpedo 
boats the Russian hattleship Sevastopol, the 
last of the larger vessels of the Port Ar- 
thur fleet, is going down in the outer har- 
bor. 

Determined to the last to keep one ef- 
fective fighting craft the Russians are fight- 
ing desperately. The ship is fairly wrapped 
fin flame from its constantly booming guns. 
The vessel's bow is sinking lower and low- 
er, however, and its torpedo tubes are al- 

_ feady submerged. 

The present attack is one of a series in 
which the Mikado’s torpedo boats have ven- 
tured boldly into the outer harbor only to 
be driven back by the cannon of the forts 
and the terrific fire from the Sevastopcl. 
Three Japanese torpedo boats are reported 
to have been sacrificed in these engage- 
Ments and another has been missing since 
early yesterday forenoon. 

: Despite the dangers of the work, how- 
af ever, the entire crews of the torpedo boat 
and torpedo boat destroyer fleet volun- 
teered for today’s battle. Six boats were 
gent into the harbor.

The investigation of the official acts of 
Buikiting Commissioner George V. Heim- 
burger. which Mayor Wells has been con- 
ducting, trought to light. Thursday that 
contractors were about to substitute cast 
iron porcelain for brass in coupling marble 
on an extensive contract at the city hos- 
pital. 

The contractors were ordered to stop 
work, and later orders were given for them 
to proceed, but according to the specifi- 
cations, which call for brass. 

Building Commissioner Heimburger ad- 
mitted Thursday that he had given the 
sub-contractor, the 8t. Louls Marble 
& Tile Co., orders to substitute 
the ename] for the brass. The reason he 
gave was that the enamel was easier to 
keep clean. 

It is stated that the cost of the enamel 
is about half that of the brass. 

The specifications for the marble work 
at the hospital were drawn by the board 
of public improvements. They called for 
brass to pe used for ail the couplings, 

When the contractor was ready to begin 
putting in the couplings it was discovered 
that the substitution of enamel for. brass 
had been made. Inquiry brought out that 
the change had been ordered by Helmbur- 
ger. 

The contract for the marble work was let 
to the St. Louis Marble & Tile Co. 

It is stated that enamel has never been 
ueed before for this purpose. 

Helmburger said Thursday 
change had been ordered only because 
enamel was much easier to keep clean. 
He had figured that it would save -the 
city something like $1400 a year for jani- 
tor hire if enamel were used. 

A little later he said he had been under 
the impression that the specifications 
called for enamel. He said he had not 
consulted the Board of Public Improve- 
ments about it. He said he thought the 
cost of the enamel was'‘about the same 
as the cost of the brass. 

W. C. Fox, treasurer of the company, 
when asked about the changes in the 
specifications, declined to discuss them.

NEW YORK, Dec. W%.—John D. Rockefel- 
ler, Henry H. Rogers and their associates 
in the Standard Oil group, with their legul 
advisers, are considering a radical plan for 
the suppression of Thomas W. Lawson. The 
plan under advisement is to bring criminal 
proceedings against Lawson under section 
435 of the penal code, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“A person who, with intent to affect the 
market price * * * of the stocks, bonds 
or other evidences of debt of a corporation, 
or association, * * * knowingly circulates 
any false statement, rumor or intelligence, 
is punishable by a fine of not more than 


$00 or by imprisonment for not more 


than three years or both.”’ 

It was under this section of the penal 
code that Alfred H. Goslin was convicted 
of raiding Brooklyn Rapid Transit stock 
by circulating false rumors concerning that 
corporation. Goslin carried the case to the 
Court of Appeals, which decided against 
him. 

Henry H. Rogers, the active head of the 
Ainalgamated, and the special target of Mr. 
Lawson in his ‘“‘Frenzied Finance” article, 
is in favor, it is said, of beginning criminal 
proceedings against Mr. Lawson. Mr. 
Rogers is a fighter. 

John D. Rockefeller has not 
won over, it is gaid, to the side those 
who favor the radica] plan.

A table, which indicates the reultives 
standing of the Republican candidites to 
succeed United States Senator Francis M. 
Cockrell, whose term expires in March, 
190, was compiled from information re- 
ceived at the headquarters of Col.

The small. margin of votes which the 
candidates allow each other is attributed 
to the fact that many legislators who have 
already declared ther preferences are 
counted on to change between now and the 
date of the Republican senatorial caucus, 
which will be held at Jefferson City not 
later than Jan. 20. 

The Republicans have 92 members of the 
legislature, or a majority of 9 on joint bal- 
lot. To secure the caucus nomination for 
senator 47 votes are necessary. A majority 
ef the caucus is equal to election, as those 
who participate in the caucus are bound by 
caucus rule. The Republican who receives 
47 votes at the caucus is entitled to the 
yotes of 92 Republicans when the Legisia- 
ture, composed of Democrats and Republi- 


cans, comes to vote on the election. of a

. GOVERNMENT RFGULATION OF RATES. 

Criticising President Roosevelt’s recommendation of additional 
powers to the Interstate Commerce Commission Mr. Joseph 
Rameey president of the Wabash Railway urges the objection 
that the commission is partisan and incompetent He thinks it 
would be iniquitous to clothe the commission with any rate- 
making power. : 

Under the law as it is, the shipper may complain, the com- 
mission may inquire, and the court may decide. If the com- 
plaint is sustained at the end of three or four years the shipper 
has cause of action againgt the carrier and may bring suit. 
But meanwhile the companies may continue the unjust rate, 
or may alter it according to their notions of what the traffic 
will bear. The point is, that the shipper’s remedy is a suit at 
law. three or four years after the wrong is done. ! 

This he does not: want; he wants reasonable rates now, and 
no litigation in the future. 

The  President’s recommepdation is perfectly reasonable; 
and the need of it grows with the growth of mergers. As com- 
petition recedes government regulation of rates should nro- 
ceed, While competition is perfectly free the public is amply 
protected; but when monopoly in any form asserts its power, 
to that extent should the public interest be protected by the 
government. 

The measure of regulation proposed is very modest. When 
a rate appears unjust the commission is to be authorized to 
miake anothef which shall stand until annulled. This meas- 
‘ure of protection at least is due, if it be admitted that rail- 
roads are not exclusively private property. 
eee

Answer: Looks after certain col- 
potions and: keeps the clerks busy; pay, $150 per month. 

hen I pofnted to some young men and asked about them. 
Answer: Why, they do most of the work in the office, pay 
about $83. I dropped into the assessor's offfice and found 
about the same as above, except, if he was a. “good fellow 
his pay was in accordance. I next took a look in the room 
of the water department, where men were drafting plats for 
which they were receiving less than clerks’ pay, which re- 
quired years of experience to do. Then | stepped into the 
special tax office. Every one seemed busy, but Of investiga- 
tion J found some clerks underpaid, but had promise of more, 
but the map makers paid enough. 

I concluded I had seen enough and started for home, when 
I met an old. acquaintance on the stairs and related my ex- 
perience. “Ha!” “he replied; “you had better look up the 
street denartment, the. poorest paid of them all; {ft is on a 
trust basis—the more employe does the less the pay.” He 
knew of one man, doing his work on the outside, as engineer. 
looking after abqut 80 men., came in and did office work until 
as late as ten and twelve o'clock, filled the position of official 
photograrher, and fo chance to take a holiday—all for $125 
per month, and that the clerks and men who did drafting, 
excepting a few. were paid the same, but much less than in 
other departments. and most of them had really become bent 
with age, waiting for the promised increase. 

As a citizen and taxpaver I would suggest that the mavor 
investirate the wide variance and uniust pay of the emnploves 
direct from them and not through-the heads of the denart- 
ments, before this law is put to a vote.

On the Iimbs, within the nostrils 
and ears, hair gets more abundant and 
stronger; and, with the ,Mongolian race, 
the beard does not appear until very late in 
life. The finger and toe nails, which are 
formed by the same secretion as the hair, 
grow faster in old age than in youth. 
Plainly, therefore, it ia not the repairing 
cella that are at fault. | 

The true cause of senility must therefore 
be looked for deeper, and it seéms that we 
find it in the voracity of certain wandering 
celle always present in our bodies. Some 
of these cel's, which physiologists class to- 
gether.as macrophagi, seize upon the color- 
ing matter of the hair and make it white: 
others devour the oontractile tiggue of the 
muscles, while yet others take from‘ the 
Sones the mineral substances necessary for 
their healthy existence, and reduce them to 
the brittle condition wh'ch makes falls and 
other injuries so often fatal to the old.

Sleep, wo, should not be 
prolonged beyond six or seven hours, ac- 
cording to sex; and it may be doubted 
whether the frequent naps to which old’ 
age is so naturally disposed do not give 
occasions to the macrophagi of which they 
are prompt to take advantage. Wine, whith 
has been called the blood of the aged has 
as often proved their bane, and should be 
taken sparingly. Exercise—constant, daily 
and regular—is of the greatest advantage. 

By such means the contractile tissue of 
the muscles may be preserved from the 
macrophagi's aseaults, while the digestive 
apparatus, imperiled alike by the less of 
teeth and the decay of activity in the ex- 
cretory organs, may be kept in working 
order. 

Without insisting upon the doubtless ex- 
ceptiona] case of M. Legouve, the veteran

Opinions received 


Eight members of the Missouri Senate 
and 44 members of the House of Repre- 


sentatives are now on record as favoring 
the repeal of the breeders’ law, which 
licenses gambling at the St. Louis race- 
tracks and breeds the attendant evils. 

The Post-Dispatch sent telegrams to all 
members-elect of the incoming Missouri 
General Assembly asking whether they will 
vote for the repeal of the law. 

Many of those undecided on the subject 
eay they have not familiarized themselves 
with the working of the Breeders’ law, 
but say they will give it immediate atten- 
tion. 

Those who have investigated the evil 
arising from the “Crime Trust’’ say un- 
heeitatingly they will vote to put gambling 
o nthe same plane at the racetracks as it 
is elsewhere. 

John A. Woods, representative-elect from 
Howard County, when interviewed by the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at Fayette to- 
day, said: 


“Breeders’ Law Is 
Beyond Al! Sanse.” 


“T am opposed to gambling in any form 
and think it beyond all sense and decency 
to enact a statute which legalizes crime. 
I shall read up on the breeders’ law and 
vote for the best Interests of the people.’’ 
. Reprerentative-elect G. A. Burkhardt of 

Moniteau County declined to be  inter- 
viewed. 

‘Among the former senators who will be 
returned to the legislature this time is 
George H. Curry of Thornfield, Mo. Mr. 
Curry made an excéllent record in the 
legislature five years ago. Among the other 
acts he fought the passage of the. breed- 
ers’ law. 

“I shall fight that law again at the com- 
ing session,’’ said Mr. Curry to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent at his home to- 
fay. “It is evil and it is unjust. Race- 
track gambling is not a whit different or 
better than playing for stakes at the faro 
table.”

“water cure’ to the young daughter of his 
former landlady, who told the Post-Dis- 
patch about it, he thought the incider,t was 
closed. 

But it was not. Thursday evening, part- 
ly as the result of extended correspundenco 
growing out of that “water cure’”’ letter 
and its publication, he will marry the 
daughter of his former landlady. 

United States army officers—some of 
them who know all about the furorg in 

“water cure’ letter—will be guests at the 
wedding; other guests will be friends he 
had before he became a soldier, and friends 
he made after he left the army and re- 
turned to his old work as a bookkeeper. 

The bride will be Miss Emma Carter, 
who, on the testimony of her mother, was 

“quite too young to think of sweethearts” 
at the time of the “water cure” letter. 
Mrs. Carter insists that the courtship did 
not begin until after the letter was written. 
The wedding will be celebrated at the home 
of the bride’s mother, Mrs. Emma Carter, 
408 Hunt avenue. 

Perry enlisted and went to the Philip- 
pines nearly four years ago. When he left 
he promised Mrs. Carter, ~with whom he 
boarded, that he would write to the family. 
He was quite unprejudiced in addressing 
the letters—some came to Mrs. Carter, and 
some to Miss Carter, who was ouly 15 
years old when he left home. 

One letter to Miss Carter described with 
much detail. the army practice of forcing 
stubborn Filipino prisoners and insubordi- 
nate American goldiers to swallow im- 
mense quantities of water by means of 
funnels. It was called the ‘‘water cure,’ 
and if the patient iived through it he was 
almost invariably willing to cease being 
stubborn or insubordinate.

While the discussion of the ‘‘water cure"’ 
was at its height, Private Perry wrote 


his description of the practice. Miss Car- 
ter and er mother, seeing a statement 
that the practice was not brutal, told of 
Perry's age mip orp and the Post-Dispatch 
published hia letter. The publication went 
around the world, and was reproduced in 
papers in half a dozen nations. In the 
Philipines, clippings from the Post-Dis- 
patch were read in all the camps and 
posted on trees. 

Army officers became indignant, 
Perry was summoned to Manila. He wus 
advised to deny that he wrote the letter; 
he “stood t."" He was told he would be 
court martialed; he still refused to retract. 
There was much talk, but no definite 
action. 
Perry quickly wrote to Miss Carter and 
told her she must be more careful — giv- 
ing out information he might con- 
tained in his letters; ta alien's free- 
dom of expression was limited, and he had 
been having all sorts of trouble.

DETECTIVES FIND $267 ON 
GRAPS GAMING TABLE 


Two Alleged Proprietors of Craps 
Game Charged With Violating 
Anti-Gambling Laws—Breeders’ 
Law Affects the Eight Others. 


Ten men, charged with being handbook 
operators, were defendants in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, Thursday. Four 
pleaded not guilty and their cases were 
set for Jan. 16. Five were ordered to ap- 
pear Friday. The case against one was 
dismissed. 

Against each of two other men three war- 
rants were issued charging them with of- 
fenses against the anti-gambling laws. 

All of the men were arrested in raids 
made .Tuesday and Wednesday by the 
gambling squad under the direction of De- 
tective McGrath, acting on orders from 
Chief of Police Kiely. 

These orders were given after the Post- 
Dispatch had shown the existence of hand- 
book operations. Detective McGrath said 
Thursday that the work of rounding up 
the gamblers would continue. 

All of the men were arrested on “John 
Doe’ warrants. The correct names of the 
four arraigned Thursday were substituted 
in the warrants. The names of the others 
will be cubstituted on warrants before they 
are arraigned Friday. 

The men arraigned Thursday were William 
Brown of 316 North oF urth street, Minton 
Parker of 916 Locust street, William Car- 
ter of 110 North Seventh street, and John 
Simons of 613 Chestnut street. They had 
given common-law bonds in the sum of 
$1000 each when arrested Tuesday. On 
pleading not guilty, they were required to 
give new bonds for their appearance Jan 16. 

It appearing that Tobias Lee, also ar.- 
rested Tuesday at 316 North Fourth street, 
was not engaged in gambling and the case 
against him was dismissed. 

The other alleged handbook operators in 
court were Joe Cummins of 907 Pine street, 
James Cunningham of 416 Locust street, 
Sam Allen of 620 St. Charles street and 
Frank and Hugh Maguire of 316 North 
Fourth street. Their common law bonds 
were continued in effect and they were told 
to appear In ccurt Friday. 

The technical charge against each «of 
these men is violation of the breeders’ law. 

The two men charged with violating the 
anti-gambling laws are “Texas Tom” 
Walsh and Edward Oxley. They were ar- 
rested in a raid of the house at 914 Locust 
street, where, it is alleged, they have been 
running a craps establishment. The detec- 
tives captured 16 pairs of dice and a com- 
plete “layout.” There was $267 on the ta- 
ble when they entered. Warrants were 
issued against them by Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Dalton Thursday, charging 
them with permitting a gaming device, 
keeping a gambling house and gaming.

From Showings by Both Men the 
Fight Should Be Close 
and Fast. 


NEITHER HAS APPARENT SHADE 


Supporters of Abe’s Brother Think 
His Youth Will Win, but 
He Meets Ring-General. 


Can Johnny Regan protect himself from 
Monte Attell’s aggressive tactics and 
snappy punch and at the same time score 
often enough to give him a decision ‘in 
fifteen rounds 

Regan says that he can and tonight's 
battle at the West End Club will decide. 
Régan has been training in St. Louls for 
this fight since Attell outpointed him in 
Chicago in a ten-round battle. On that oc- 
casion Regan was caught off guard and 
Attell secured the victory by 4 good 
margin. . 

When the two face each other tonight 
Both will be in perfect form. Monte At- 
tell, accompanied by his brother, Abe, and 
some of the Chicago crowd, came down 
from the Windy City last night, and the 
younger Attell looked trained to the min- 
ute when he steppd@ off the train. Neither 
will have lack of condition as an excuse 
for a bad showing. 

Supporters of the 122-pound champion's 
Nttle brother say that he will win tonight 
under the old adage that youth will be 
served. The younger Attell is built on 
fighting lines. He has fast footwork {fn 
his long, slender legs. and from his waist 
up he is a fighter. In his style of action 
he shows more of the natural scrapper 
than Abe ever did. He is onto his man 
always with both hands, and forces the 
fighting every minute. He can absorb a 
rather sharp punch without a wink and 
has a punishing return blow wrapped up 
fn each glove. On the whole, he js about 
as vivid a proposition as the bantam- 
weight division holds out at present. His 
greatest weak point is, of course, his lack 
of experience. This is apt to tell tonight 
when he meets a cool old fox like Regan. 

_Attell’s greatest danger is that he will 
be out-managed. There will be no trouble 
about his getting to Regan, and it Is equal- 
ly certain that he will not get to him 
enough to hurt him. Regan has a defense 
that is as nearly perfect as anything ever 
geen inside the four ropes of a St. Louis 
ring. If the enthusiasm of youth leads 
Attell into trying to tear down that de- 
fense he is apt to defeat himself in the 
effort.

DOES HEDGES PLAN 


Rumor Current That President of 
American Leagae Team Seeks 
Place to Get Off. 


RUMORS ARE DENIED BY HIM 


But Recent Sales of Players Are 
by Some Pointed Out as Pos- 
sibly Significant. ~ 


Is Robert Lee Hedges, president ' 
chief owner of the Browns, 
“get out from under?” 

Since weeks before the close of the cham- 
pionship baseball race there have been per- 
sistent rumors to the effect that the boss 
of the Browns is Yooking for a place to 
get off, and in the pagt few weeks they 
have been more numerous than ever. 

In reply to questions and inquiries as 
to his intentions in that direction, Hedges 
has given an immediate and emphatic de- 
nial. He says that he made money last 
year and it is the general belief of the 
baseball public that he did, though not 
enough to maintain a steam yacht. He has 
no intention of getting out now, he says, 
when the club is beginning to pay. 

“I am doing all that I can to strengthen 
the Browns,"’ announces the chief, “and 
I never worked as hard to that end in my 
life. I am getting rid of the dead wood and 
with the bunch of minor leaguers that I 
have drafted we should have a stronger 
team next year than we have had for 
some time.”’ 

It is q strange fact that the rumor- 
mongers use Hedges’ own arguments 
against him. To begin with, they say, it is 
known on the inside that Hedges 
made at least one and possibly two or 
three attempts to dispose of his property, 
franchise, players and alk in a lump be- 
fore the close of the pla fing season last 
fall. He failed in this because he could not 
reach an. agreement as to price with the 
prospective buyers or could not organize a 
company to take it off his hands at his 
figure, 

Failing in this, the plan would be to 
dispose of his salable property piecemeal. 
This, the rumor insists, Hédges has begun 
by selling Kahoe and Siever ta the In- 
dianapolis club. It is also commented on 
that he did not offer to give them to Wash- 
ington at a cheap price to help out the 
weak link in the league circuit. 

This is explained by the mutual attitude 
of the Johnson-Comiskey combination and 
President Hedges towards each other. Pres- 
ident Hedges was so little seen fraterniz- 
ing with the‘other American League mag- 
nates at the Chicago meeting as to ex- 
cite general comment among players and 
reporters in the hotel lobby. It is also 
pointed out that the schedule committee 
last year did everything in its power to 
give the Browns an unsuccessful season 
last summer. and that President Ban John- 
son was rarely in St. Louls, and then he 
went to the World's Fair, not to the base- 
ball park. 

It is also pointed out, in support of the 
contention that Mr. Hedges plans to sell 
the Browns in pieces and leave Ban John- 
gon a barren franchise, that there has nev- 
er been a denial of the sale of Wallace 
and Heidrick from the East. Whether they 
are sold now or not, the rumor insists 
that they are slated for the block, and 
with them Burkett and Glade. This is, 
of course, all dependent upon the truth of 
the primary rumor. that Hedges is get- 
ting out from under. If any more deals 
come to light by which the Browns’ treas- 
ury receives money instead of the team 
receiving good men, it is probable that 
the rumor-monger will get busy again.

The Christmas Festival at the Coliseum 
on Monday, Dec. 26, has received addi- 
tion al funds, making the total eubecribed 
up to today $1239.20. As about $8000 will be 
required to feed ail the poor of the city 
on that day, give presents to all the chil- 
dren who would otherwise receive nothing 
on the day of gifts and entertain the 10,- 
yoo or 12,000 guests who will be gathered in 
the Coliseum, friends of the cause should 
labor earnestly to swell the total. 

The only thfng required of persons who 
get tickets to this dinner ts that they 
would otherwise lack what all other in- 
habitants of St. Louis will have on that 
day; a bountiful dinner. Organized chari- 
table societies reaching all classes and 
creeds will have in charge the distribu- 
tion of the tickets. 

The « lestival will be the one an- 
nual fouch of luxury in Iives which 
lack many of the necessities, as we who 
are prosperous consider the comforta of 
our lives. 

There will be a gorgeous Santa Claus, for 
whom Andrew Fueger is preparing an elab- 
ornate costumee. Santa whl enter the Colli- 
seum in an automobile preceded by a band, 
and aettended by a United States official 
guard of honor. There will be music by 
baneds, singing and other forms of enter- 
tainment throughout the serving- of -the 
and afterward the children's arms 
will be loaded with gifts. 

This wil] be the last Christmas Festival 
in the Coliseum, which is soon to be torn 
down to give place for the new Public 
Library. It bs befitting that the end of the 
series should be more generous to the poor, 
who are to be the guests of the well-to-do 
there, than any of the preceding festivals. 

The exhibftors from Argentine at the

Total Will Be 
About the Same. 


Despite the fact that the breadstuffs 
exported will show a fall of. practically 
$100,000,000 for the entire calendar year, 
indications now are that the total ex- 
ports will differ but little from those of 
the preceding calendar year. This, . of 
course, means that in other articles: there 
has been an advance sufficient: to nearly 
offset the great loss in exports of bread- 
stuffs, and the figures of the bureau of 
statistics seem to justify this coéndlusion.

wember the voltages? figures show an 


increasé of 00,000 in value of min- 
eral oils atta and $14,000,000 in the 
value of cotton - exported, wale ten 
months’ figures show an increase.of $¢4,-

In the single month of Oetober. manu- 
facturés showed an increase of $10,000,-

0 Thus, the figures available at the 
present time indicate that the. loss of 


breadstuffs exported will be nearly 
or quite offset by an increase in manu- 
factures and raw cotton, the bulk of the 
increase, however, being In manufac- 
tures, chiefly iron and steel, copper, min- 
@ral oils, and cotton goods. 

‘the aecrease in exports of breadstuffs 
occurs in all the fmportant classes groupe 
under the general title of breadstuffs, but 
is especially marked In regard to wheat.

This falling off in exporte of breadstufts, 
aS has been already and frequently indl- 
cated, is believed to be due; first, to a 
slight reduction in the home production; 
seccnd, to a material increase In home con- 
sun.ption, amd thir to unusually large 
wheat crops eb » Which reduced & 
world’s demands for breadstdffa of the 
United States. 

The table which follows presente the 
reliminary figures of breadgtuffs exported 
n the eleven monthe ending with Novem- 
ber of each year from 1892 to 19804; aleo the 
value of pe ype. gy ex in the 
corresponding periods.
